Two Years 
And No End In Sight 
It ¡K How just a little moi'e than two 
je a is since a minoi' and proliably provoked 
clash at the Marco Polo bridjte near Peip­ 
ing sent J apan and China down into the 
grim whirlpool of war. 


Two years— and no end in sight. The 
quick ma.ster-.stroke that was to have beat­ 
en China to her knees at small cost has 
mi.scarried. And a million J apanese sold­ 
iers stagger on into the va.st interior of 
China, victoriou.s but fru.strated, captor.s of 
a rich prize which 
slips 
through their 
fingers as they grasp it. The Chine.se dead 
lie rotting in the ditches, and the .steady 
stream of little white boxes containing 
ashes of the J apanese dead trickles back 
to Nippon endle.ssly. 


There are tales of va.st slaughters, cities 
wiped out, hundreds and thousands mow­ 
ed down, but the mind can not grasp them. 
That is a curious thing about the human 
mind. It is only so big. A man on a win­ 
dow-ledge threatening to jump off, or even 
a cat moi'ooned on a floating log, will stir 
super-human efforts to save the victim. 
But the mas.s death of thou.sands is so over­ 
whelming that the mind .simply refu.ses to 
cope with it at all and remains almost in- 
diffeient. 
| 


That is why a single incident, trivial ^ 
perhaps in itself, can reveal the horror of 
a war when the great panorama fails to 
impress at all. Such an incident is a little 
one ju.st told by a correspondent in J apan. 
A J apanese surgeon, rushed to the Chi­ 
nese front in the early days of J uly, 19 37, 
has been thruugli the whole campaign. He 
has never seen his hoy horn shortly after 
he left. So his mind, amid the grimness of 
a military surgery, dwells 
on 
the 
little 
daughter he left behind him. 
Amid the grinding repetition of horror 
on horror that is war, this surgeon writes 
home to his wife. And with liis letter he 
sends a special page for the little daugh­ 
ter he loves so much. The thing that buoys 
him up is the thought of the daughter’s 
laughing eyes and endearing hands that 
will greet him when he returns home. 
So in each letter from “ somewher.e near 
H ankow” comes the special page written 
to his daughter. But she docs not see them. 
She died last year. And the mother, know­ 
ing the sti-ain under which her husband is 
working at the front, has not had the cour­ 
age to tell 
liim 
his 
daughter is dead. 
hen 1 see his letters to our daughter, 1 
think my heart must break,” she said. 


Life-Lonj/er And Belter 
The average v’» a^^e-earner now has rea­ 
son to believe he will, with luck, live to be 
neaily 62. That 
estimate of life expect­ 
ancy at birth, estahlished for 19 38 by the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., is the 
highest ever recorded. It applies to the 
country s policy-holdeits, but the general 
expectancy is if anything a little higher. 
Back in 19 11, when such figures first 
began to be kept, the average life expect­ 
ancy on this scale was only 46.63 years. So 
the improvement in the average maids 
chance for long life is certainly marked. 
What we need now is not so much to 
make life longer as to make it better. And 
just as the improved long-life expectancy 
has been achieved by steady work on mat­ 
ters of public health and improved diet 
and living conditions, so the job of making 
life better as well as longer will be a long 
one. Its successes are made up of the sum 
total of many little social advances. Short­ 
er working hours here, better recreation 
facilities there, a war prevented, a disease 
conciuered 
little by little we inch forward 
toward a better as well as a longer life.

HIS LIABILITIES: The third-term preju dice, the enmity of many 
powerfu l grou ps, and the continu ing lag of bu siness recovery, farm 
prosperity, and re-employmenl, the bogey of rising government debt, 
and a certain Du tch stu bbornness. 
HIS CHANCES: Hard to gau ge becau se of yet-u nk no wn factors, bu t 
still holds a grip on the masses of people which is beyond party and 
almost beyond circu mstances; probably the best chance today of any 
single candidate of either party.

Eduard Benes, former president 
of Czecho-Slov ak ia, said today he 
was leav ing for E u rope 's 
“dark 
troubled sk ies” certain that de­ 
mocracy was secure in one count- 
try—the United States. 
This, he said, was due largely 
to America's press, which he de­ 
scribed as “the best in the world 
—the most free, most informed 
and v ery obJecti\e.’’ 
Dr. Benes sails tomorrow for 
London after a fiv e-months v isit 
in the United States during which 
he lectured at the Univ ersity of 
Chicago and fulfilled numerous 
speak ing engagements throughout 
the nation. 
“I am tremendously impressed 
with this country’s interest in de­ 
mocracy and in the widespread 
k nowledge, alertness and under­ 
standing of the American people 
on world affairs,” Dr. Benes said 
in a farewell interv iew. 
“This I attribute largely to the 
American press. 
The American 
foreign correspondents are doing 
an excellent job in objectiv e, ac­ 
curate reporting, and especially is 
this true of those correspondents 
with the major news serv ices.” 
Thus, in contrast to Europeans, 
American people not only were 
well informed, but also get a per­ 
spectiv e on world affairs denied 
citizens of ov erseas countries, he 
said. 
As a result American people 
realize democracy is on trial ev en 
if 
Europeans 
do 
not, 
he 
said, 
adding he was leav ing with his 
original conv iction more firmly 
entrenched, namely, that “Amer­ 
ica is the bulwark of democracy 
in the world today. 
“The Czechoslov ak people will 
nev er fight for 
any 
dictatorial 
power, and in case of war will 
use e\ery possible means to get 
their freedom again.” 
As to their present morale un­ 
der German dominion: 
“The Czechoslov ak nation as a 
whole is liv ing now in political 
slav ery and in economic misery. 
The country is under military oc­ 
cupation.
